"Sir, it was a proud du to ino when I heard tho 
speech of the vcnerablo Senator from Kentucky, . 
(Mr. Crittenden.) The melody of his voice and his 
patriotic accent still sound in my ears. I was clad 
to hear him denounce fraud; I MM elud to hear him . 
stand for the truth. * * I also felt proud to hear j 
the speech of the distinsuished Senator from Ten- 
nessee, (Mr. Bell.) * * I trust that this may be 
an omen of what may happen in the future. As te 
what may happen it is not for me to prophesy. Let 
time and chance determine.' 1 

Horace Greeley, of the New York Tribune, 
was also loud in his praises of Mr. BelL Hear 
htm: 

"Most eortainly wo should prefer an oriainal Re- 
publican — Gov. Seward, or tiov. Chase, for instance 
— but we shall heartily and zealously support one 
like JOHN" BE Lb, Edward Hates, or John M. Bolts, 
provided wo are well assured thai his Ittflaonce, bis 
patronage, his power, if ehoseu President, will be 
used, not to extend slavery, but to contiue it within 
tho .States that see fit to uphold it." 

And a^ain, in reference to who should be 

their candidate:

The New York Times, the organ of Sena- 
tor Seward, discussing the probabilities as to 
the Chicago nominee, said:

L. Dayton. SENATOR BELL, Senator Crittenden, 
Governor Banks, Abraham Lincoln. John C. Fre- 
mont." 

And in confirmation of all this, the Times 

proceeded to detail a Conversation between 

several "prominent Republicans," who stated: 

"That notwithstanding they were personally in 
favor of Seward, jet thai it would be more politic 
to nominate a Southerner, so that it might not be 
said it was a sectional struggle for power, it ten* 
further urged that BELL, of Teune.tce, was the 
moil available candidate for them." 

Kvcn the National Era, the ultra Abolition 
pai>er, published at Washington City, was 
willing to take Mr. Bell, but did not like the 
abuse of the Republicans by the Nashville 
Banner, which was kept up to throw dust in 
tho eyes of the people of Tennessee. The 
Era said: 

" The Nashville Republican Banner, the organ of 
John Bell, is spoiling all the tine prospects of that 
gcntli-man for the Presidency by its coarse abuse of 
the •Black Republicans.' While Mr. Sell it hob- 
nobbing icith the Jl> pitbl iran* and itemi- It' publi- 
can* of Patnej/lvanta and Sew York, his organ is 
denouncing 'Black Republicans' as being no better 
than the Black Democracy, and the great original 
sin of each of these parties, according to the Repub- 
lican Banner, is the tact that tbl-y trace their origin 
to Thomas Jeeeerson, who is denounced as an ac- 
complished and incd'able demagogue." 

So intense was the love of the Abolitionists 
for Mr. Bell, that we see them, with Horace 
their head, tendering him

Now, what is the dillercnce between Bell, 
Douglas, and Lincoln? All of them agree in 
setting at defiance the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, declared by the Constitution of 
the United States to be "the supreme law of 
the land;" they proclaim the same dangerous 
and infamous doctrine, that Congress, and if 
Congress, then the citizen also, will not be 
bound by the decision of the highest tribunal 
known to the Constitution to interpret the 
laws of the country. If this is not counsel- 
ing a contempt of the courts, and resistance, 
instead of obedience, to the constituted au- 
thorities of the Government, we cannot under- 
stand the force of the English language. 
Such a doctrine of contempt for the laws and 
the courts would, if instilled into the minds 
of the people, inevitably lead to the disrup- 
tion of the Government. He is not a sound 
statesman, nor a good man, nor a patriot who 
loves his country and her institutions, who 
would thus seek to loosen the respect of the 
people lor the judiciary and laws of their 
country. 

John Itell sunt the Mexican War. 

The people cannot have forgotten the ve- 
hemence with which the Mexican war was 
denounced, especially by the AbolitionistfiSof 
the North. One of their Senators, Mr. < op- 
win, encouraged the Mexicans to meet our 
Soldiers "with bloody hands, and Welcome 
them to hospitable graves." Amos Tuck, of 
New Hampshire, in his abolition frenzy, said: 
" Let the same vote that deolaied the war, un- 
necessary and unconstitutional, starve it to 
death by withholding supplies." Abnihain 
Lincoln, now the Black Republican candidate 
for President, rising in his place in the House 
of Iteptesentatives, denounced it as a war in 
which the Mexicans were in the right and the 
Americans in the wrong, declaring that the 
President "feels the blood of this war, like 
the blood of Abel, crying to Heaven against 
him." Where stood John Bell? Side by 
side with Lincoln, Corwin, and Tuck, in op- 
[Hising the prosecution of the war, and resist- 
ing the recommendation of the President lor 
an increase of the military force, lie voted 
with the Abolitionists against the Ten Regi- 
ment bill. He went farther, and in his speech 
defended the course of these men, and coun- 
seled the President to withdraw the army.

I be an act of des- 
potism under legal forms; and to seek In forestall 
the exerciso of this privilege by Intimidation, and 
the influence of official denunciation, by charging 
those who avail themselves of this privilege as the 
allies of the public enemy, nnd their auxiliaries in 
the war, is an attempt at moral despotism "illy to be 
excused as on emanation of cxeessivo and over- 
heated seal, in which neither the judgment, nor a 
proper regard for the institutions of lreeuom, have 
lisid much to do. 

"But, sir. should the tone of remonstranee-against 

this war ri*e .nhigh in thi* chamber AS TO PENE-

It will thus be seen that Mr. Bell was un- 
willing that an outraged public sentiment 
should shame into silence the moral treason 
of the Abe Lincolns, Tom Corwins, Amos 
Tucks, and others, but that they should be 
permitted to go on in their elforts to "thwart" 
the Government in its prosecution of the 
war, "by every means of speech, writing, and 
voting," even "should the tone of remon- 
strance rise so high as to penetrate every vale

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(£7- Tho importance of the approaching 
election in Kentucky cannot be over estimated. 
We are aware that many persons assume that 
Breckinridge and Lane cannot be elected by 
the people, and that it is therefore immaterial 
for whom tho vote of Kentucky may be cast, 
us Brcckinridgo will, beyond doubt, be one of 
the three contestants should Lincoln be defeat 
ed before tho people and the election devolve 
upon tho House of Representatives. Our pur- 
pose is briefly to show that it is of the highest 
moment that this State cast its electoral vote 
for Breckinridge, as it is within the bounds of 
probability that he may be elected, with the 
united Southern vote in his favor, by the vote 
of New York.

Breckinridge, we think will obtain the 
entire Southern vote. Should he do so, and 
New York carried against Lincoln it must be 
apparent to every one that Breckinridge can 
and will be elected. To affect this, however, 
as we have endeavored to show, there must be 
a united South — a united Southern vote upon 
the man of our choice. How important then 
that Kentucky shall unite with her Southern 
sisters and with New York toelect Kentucky's 
favorite son, and defeat Lincoln. In New 
York a life and death struggle is being made 
to defeat Lincoln and assure peace to the 
Union. Tho prospect of our success there 
brightens every hour. If that State is carried 
Lincoln will be defeated by the people and 
Breckinridge elected, unless he should loose 
Kentucky or Missouri! With this condition 
of things before us how ought we to labor 
to carry this State for the Democratic ticket.

John ISillnlld Know -\o«hinjiii.iii. 

After helping to throw over Mr. Clay, in 
1818, anil in 1850 proposing the admission as 
a State of New Mexico, with a population 
composed principally of "civilized, half-civil- 
ized, uncivilized, and barbarous" Indians, 
Spaniards, and Mexicans, wc find Mr. Hell, 
in 1855, eng-aged in performing funeral obse- 
quies over the death of the old Whig party, 
which he, more than any other one man, 
had contributed to kill, and in organizing a 
"new" (Know-Nothing) party in its stead. 
In September, 1855, he proceeded to Knox- 
ville, Tennessee, and delivered a set speech, 
which was afterwards printed in pamphlet 
form, and distributed through the country. 
Wc make the following extracts from it: 

"I have saiil that tho Whin banner no longer 
flouts over t!ic >t:wul in n-ilili.-nl a*si-uibliiM in Ten- 
nessee. That is true; but it lias given place tu an- 
other ensign, nniler which. 1 trust, all true ami cun- 
aerv.itive patriot* of both the old parties will rally, 
sad make it equally glorious and more triumphant 
than the one wnich it hassupplunted; ami that it mai- 
nover have to be lowered or resign its place to any 
other, less significant of patriotic purposes and 
stern determination to maintain the national char- 
acter and institutions against all who would cluing" 
tho one, or underinino the other. * • i 

"The councils of the American Order are denounc- 
ed as secret political societies, fraught with, and 
tending to all the mischiefs and atrocities of the Ja- 
cobin clubs .if I'aris. in the French Revolution; yet . 
since the order has becoino a political party, all their j 
alleged secret proceedings are known, almost upon 
the instant, tn the public. The oaths administered 
< n initiation of members, are denounced as immoral, 
and amounting to a- surrender of all freedom and 
in li p ndeuec in the exerciso ot the elective fran- i 
chise; yet the oaths administered. ie various other 
secret societies, or voluntary associations in this; 
country, pass without notice or censure; and it is 
well known to these assailants, that any member of 
the Order can set aside the obligation of the oath he 
takes, 10 Strongly objected to, at discretion, by with- j 
drawing from the Order. The exclusion ol BoBHUH 
Catholics from the official pale is denounced as pre- 
scriptive, and an attempt to establish a religious 
test, in violation of the Constitution. The exclu- ; 
■ton of naturalised foreigners from all official eta- j 
tions is denounced as proforiptire. and likewise a 
violation of the constitutional rights of that class j 
of citizens. To propose an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, by which Komaniete. shall bo'cxeludcd I 
from office, might justly be considered an attempt 1 
t<> establish a religions test; and to propose to ex- 
cl udc natural ized foreigners from office, by a n amend- 
ing in to the Constitution, might, with truth, ho said 
to be an attempt to proscribe them; but the or- 
ganization of a political party, upon the principle , 
or policy of withholding the support and suffrages 
of the members of that party In die public elections 
from Human Catholics and naturalized citizens^ — 
and that is all the Ainericun party proposes to do— 
cannot, by any fair reasoning, or infenfoae sophis- ] 
try, be shown to he an attempt to establish a relig- 
ious test, or to proscribe any class of citizens; nor, 

in regard cither to lb mists or naturalized eiii/.ens, 

can the argument be maintained that the Ainericun 
party, in withholding from them their support in 
elections, is guilty of a violation of the (''institution, 
in letter or spirit; unless thepractice nnd maxims of 
both thegreal parties, which bare so long contended 
for the possession of power in this country, in elec- 
tions, nnd appointments to, and removals Iromofiicc, 
be admitted to be in violation of the Constitution, 
or its spirit. • »•»•»• 
"Tho very name of the new party— Ameriean— 
struck terror into the leaders of the Democracy. 
The prettige. of the name of the Democratic party , 
which had been a tower of strength to it, they fore- 
saw, was likely to be so no longer, and they made 
haste to seize whatever advantage, by way of in- 
demnity for the loss, they might espect to derive 
from the new issues presented by the new parly, 
and if they could not destroy it in its birth, they

It is said that 
this new party has been stained with blood in its 
very birth, and that from this wo may arguo a 
bloody future. Yes. blood has been shed, and it 
may foreshadow a bloody future. 1 wilt not stop to 
iuquire who provoked the shedding of blood ill Lou- 
isville and other places; hut this i will say, that 
whatever party may have given the provocation, if 
in belter that a littt' blood should sprinkle the pare- 
nteHt* and sidttcalks of our cities note, than that 
their streets should he drenched in blood hereafter; 
or that the hignways anil op -n fields of our country 
should drink up the blood of its citizens slain in 
deadly cnnrliot between armed bands, it may be 
between disciplined legions — native Americans on 
the one side, and foreigners, supported by native 
faetionists on the other. And this will bo our fu- 
ture, unless now, and before it is too late, we erect 
sufficient barriers to arrest the torrent of aliens and 
strangers which threatens in a few years more to flood 
the whole laud."

In March. lf^. the IJank of Louisville obtained a 
judgment in iho Kuiton Circuit Court against Keith 
end others, fur 95.156, and caused an execution to be 
issued thereon, which was replevied in April follow- 
ing. CSBCUtiou was afterwards issued on the re- 
plevin bund, a id placed in the hands of tho jailer, 
who. on the -31.1 ulj , levied it upon a slave and 
wharf- boat as property of Keith, and advertised the 
same forsaleou theiith September, l&M. I 

Upon that daj Keith bled his petition in said 
Court, and obtained an injunction sta>in? the sale | 
until he could procure a quashal of tho replevin bond j 
and execution, which be charged to be irregular and

Tuo injunction was served upon the jailor, who; 
made an indorsement upon the execution reciting the- i 
fact that tho sale "had been stopped by injunction," { 
but did not return the execution to the ofhee. 

At : he .September term, 185rt, of the said court, tho 
motion to qmisli the bond and execution was over- 
ruled, the injunction discharged, and petition dis- 
missed with costs. From that judgment Keith ap- 
penluil, executed an appeal bond, and obtained a 
supersedeas, which wa* also served upon the jailer, 
who then returned the execution to tho Clerk's of- 
fi <-■«*, withthe following auditionaistatenieiit indorsed 
thereon:

Monroe, 411.) where it is distinctly stated, 
not as a ttictum merely, but as a principle of law 
prop tIv applicable to the case in baud, that when 
officer returns an execution levied and stopped 
by injunction or supersedeas, such return, of Itself, 
imports acesssktioa of the wry and a release of tho 
property.

The Revised Statutes *upra only permit HsissnsJ 
when it appears, from the return of the Sheriff or 
other officer hiving nn execution, that tho estate 
levied ou, or Some pari luereof, remains in hi* hand* 
unsold. 

Now, here, it not only does not nrpear that the 
jailer ha i anv part of the estate levied onin/u* 
hand* unsold, but, as we have sejn, it was wanilest 
that bis authority ami control over the property has 
ceased by reason of tho injunction and supersedeas 
referred to. and that it was not, therefore, iu his 
P •'-ion. 

So that no ca^o was presented fcr tho issual of the 
writ, aim it roulis thai the same was void, and that 
the sale and other proceedings thereunder were il- 
legal and un luthonzed.andshould, together with tho 
writ, have been quashed aud set asido. 

The plaintinsin the execution have their recourse 
upon both the injunction and appeal bond for any 
damages sustained by the effect either of the injunc- 
tion or »uper*edea* % and, as said by this court in 
.Smder* vs. Hamilton, (3 liana, 55D.) and in Hack- 
by i t. 8toigert* (i IS. Monro? , 8BJ the purchaser of 
the boat is not without bis remedy. The incon- 
renisaoe to which the plaintiff is subjoctod by 
turning him to his bonds lor redress will be hardly 
insisted upon as a sufficient reason for departing 
from a well settled rule of law.
